When the last Pan-Amerioan delega- 


tion visited this country on the invita- 
tion of Secretary Elaine seven years 
ago our congress was preparing to give 
them a dose of McKinleyism, heavily 
taxing the importation of their pro-

bers and more.largely representative of 
the business interests of their respective 
countries to find the American congress 
at work on a tariff bill, which, in im- 
portant respects, more heavily taxes 
their trade than did the McKLinley law.

This 
raises the pertinent question, how can 
the United States espoot tu draw South 
Americans to this market by driving 
out Sonth American products? 


Another delegate, Oarlos Lix Klett, 


of Buenos Ayies, spoke his mind very 
freely when addressing the merchants 
of New York. He said : 


"We have beoii received by the mer- 


ohanta of every city through which we 
have passed in a manner that has snr- 
priaeti us. The newspapers have given 
columns to us, and everywhere we 
have heard expressed the hope that the 
tariff on Sonth American goods would 
aoon bs altered, so as to permit us to 
carry on n large commerce with the 
United States. 
Yet this government 


treats us with contempt, and pays no 
attention to the appeals of our minis- 
ter. 
We are not- wild men. Oar conn- 


try ia civilized. 
It is rich, fertile and 


can supply the United States with 
many things that they need." 


He went on to Kpocify United States 


products that had been admitted free 
into Argentine, bat in return 
the 


United States was now to tax hides 
after they had been free twenty-five 
years, and to tax wool and other staple 
exports of his country. 
At this very 


time congress ia wrangling over pro- 
hibitory duties on wool. Lnst year we 
imported from Argentine 23,000,000 
pounds of wool under the free wool 
provisions of the Wilson law. 
There 


was a time when there were more 
American than European ships 
in 


Argentine ports, and when the United 
States took more Argentine wool than 
France and England. 
In 1866 we im- 


ported 37,000,000 pounds of Argentine 
wool, but the high wool tariff of 1807 
ohanged this, and by 1SS2 the amount 
had sunk to two million pounds, out 
of a total export from Argentine of 
222,000,000 pounds. 
Under the pond- 


ing tariff the rates on South American 
wool are made prohibitory—in excesn 
of the McKinley rates. As our imports 
of Argentine wool dropped from 87,- 
000,000 to 2,000,000, following ex- 
cessive wool duties of other years, so 
they will fall off from the 23,000,000 
pounds under the Wilson tariff to an 
insignificant figure under the coming 
law. 
The revival of Sonth American 


trade under Che Wilson law is to be 
stayed under the law of abominations 
now hatching. 
England Germany and 


France will only bo too glad to get the 
wool and exchange for it the products 
of their mills. 


Appreciating conditions, as they now 


appeal in this country, Mr. Carlos Liz 
Klett further told the New York mer- 
chants: 


"Turn about is fair play, and, ac- 


cordingly, \ve have all cabled to our 
countries stating 
the 
condition of 


affaiis that exists here. The result will 
be that tho goods which now enter free 
will have to pay duty. 
Our mission 


here was to .see if this could be avoided, 
but we can see that all attempts will 
be useless. 
England and Russia will 


supply us with what we need. It is a 
shame that this country dues not listen 
tons."

The 
mines were developed and controlled 
by American capital and men, and they 
shipped the raw product into tihs coun- 
try free of duty. 
Then some men de- 


veloped similar mines in this country, 
and going to Washington secured a 
prohibitive tariff' on the raw material 
that came from Mexico, although their 
own mines were far from able to sup- 
ply the country's demand, 
What was 


the result? The owners of the Mexi- 
can mines erected mills in Mexico and 
began to ship pig lead, a manufactured 
product, into this country, and this 
country lost that manufacturing in- 
dustry. 


"The best way to increase your for- 


eign trade is not to obstruct importa- 
tions by building walls around the 
country, for yon may be certain that 
every dollar you pay to South Ameri- 
can for importations will! bs spent in 
this country for 
American 
manu- 


factured products." 


We could largely extend these ex- 


tracts, but what we have given fairly 
represents the views of our honored 
and welcome visitors of today, as de- 
clared to the commercial bodies of the 
East, 
They aie submitted for the en- 


lightenment of our own people. 


The South American delegates have 


generally expressed the judgment, de- 
rived from their intercourae with the 
TOsiness men of the East, that a re- 
action is certain from the present rage 
aud fever for excessive tariff rates, and 
anticipate in the future liberal laws ou 
onr part that will invite and not repel 
their trade. As to that, we cannot say.

that the manufacturers, in their peti- 
tion to the senate, declare that'their 
ability to employ American labor will 
be greatly impaired by the passage of 
the tariff bill. They ask that.the Chi- 
nese wall that is obstructing the foreign 
trade and crippling American enterprise 
shall be broken down. 


The plea which has been need for 


years by the protectionists —namely, 
that protection is in the interest of 
American labor—is shown by census 
figures to be a sham. Of the 5,000,000 
persons employed in mannfacturing-iu 
the United States it is shown in the pe- 
tition that less than 200,000 are em- 
ployed in occupations subject to active 
foreign competition and 616,000 in 
occupations subject ".to moderate' for- 
eign competition. The remainder, over 
4,000,000, do not come at all in compe- 
tition with foreign labor. 


It is -very plain that the Dingley bill 


is not designed, any more than any other 
high protective measure was designed, 
to protect American labor or to pro- 
duce revenues for the government. It is 
designed primarily to protect the trusts 
and to foster monopoly.—Baltimore 
Sun.

Two Slight Changes Suggested In tlio In- 


terest of Farmer* ttnd Laborers. 


Tiie semito is now engaged iu remedy- 


ing tho suinll imperfections of thoDiug- 
ley bill, •wbicii,. as all good protection- 
ists assert, is one of the liest tariff bills 
ever drafted. It distributes its blessings 
to all—farmer, laborer and manufac- 
turer. Without doubting the good inten- 
tions of the makers, wo wish to suggest 
cue or two minor details which might 
possibly help the bill to fulfill the ex- 
pectations of its authors: ' 


First.—Lubiu's export bounty scheme 


might emiblo the farmer to get a small 
slice of the benefits of protection. Of 
course the farmer doesn't expect—espe- 
cially at first—to get as much of the 
benefits as the manufacturers have been 
getting for 30 years. A protection of 
about 20 per cent—that is 10 cents per 
bushel on wheat, 5 cents on corn, etc.— 
•would satisfy him, while it takes four 
times as much to satisfy ordinary tariff 
infants. 


This small export duty >vould not 


make good the farmer's loss because of 
import duties on manufactured prod- 
ucts, saying nothing about past losses, 
but in course of time, after his industry 
had felt tho stimulating effects of real 
protection "what protects," the fanner 
might muster up courage enough to fol- 
low the example of Oliver Twist— 
•which example has grown into a cus- 
tom with protected interests—aud ask 
for "more." Possibly also he might 
form political trusts or combines to de- 
mand "more" and raise millions of dol- 
lars to send lobbies to Washington to 
bribe congress. While protection, is in 
order export duties are the farmer's on- 
ly hope.. With them he may hope not 
only to change bis losses to profits, but 
also to regain that power and position 
which were once his, but which have 
long since passed into the hands of the 
manufacturers. 


Second.—It is also fitting to recognize 


the laborer iu tho distribution of tariff 
profits. 
Like the farmer, he now pxits 


his hand into his pocket to help swell the 
profits of protection, practically none 
of which comes his way. It is not an 
easy matter to equalize the benefits 
of protection so that tho workingman 
shall get his full share. 
A prohibitive 


duty on imported labor might iu tho 
course of timo afford some protection 
by restricting the supply of labor, so 
that manufacturers could caxry out 
their good intentions (expressed when 
asking for higher duties) and pay 
"American wages to American work- 
ingruen." 


At present the condition of working- 


men in the protected industries is pitia- 
ble in the extreme. The Philadelphia 
Ledger, a good Republican paper, told 
ua about May i that in the protected 
iron and coal industries of Pennsylvania 
tho wage rate has been reduced so low 
' 'that it is scarcely sufficient to provide 
the necessaries of decent, sanitary liv- 
ing. " It says "the lowest classes of 
alien cheap labor swarm in the iron and 
coal districts of the state," aud the com- 
petition for work is so fierce ' 'that they 
contend, not against the employers for 
the highest wages, but among-, each 
other for the lowest?" "Aa appears by 
the testimony presented to the legisla- 
tive committee, * * * they herd in squa- 
lor, subjects of abject penury, and are 
beset by disease, dirt aud hunger." Tho 
Ledger thinks our immigration laws 
are "defective and improvident" and 
suggests 
that "to 
properly protect 


American workmen 
congress should 


pass an immigration as well as a tariff 
bill." This is a good idea and should 
be acted upon at once. The only wonder 
is that some of the good manufacturers, 
in their anxiety to protect and raise the 
wages of their workingmeu, did not 
think of this plan before. Then, if they 
should have a law passed which should 
make it compulsory for them to give at 
least one-half of their protection and 
monopoly profits to their employees, 
protection would begin, to be an all 
around blessing. 
The manufacturers 


might still ba getting the lion's share, 
but they would not get all, 


When these changes are made in the 


bill, it will undoubtedly be what the 
New York Tribune declared its proto- 
type, the McKiiiley bill, to be—"the 
bravest and best tariff bill ever passed." 
Will they be made?—Byron W. Holt.
